March last was 28,113—14, 385 boys and 13,728 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 40°5, or O47 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The average number of births registered during 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1887-96 was 27,929, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 23:9 per 1,000 of the estimated mean 
population of those years, Thus the birth-rate was 0°8 over the average.

Ages.—Of the 26,085 deaths registered last quarter, 3,254, or 12:5 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 11,286, or 43:3 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 115-7 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 14:3 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ;

HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 

The mortality returns for the first quarter of 1897 present a marked 
contrast to those for the corresponding quarter of last year. In that 
quarter the death-rate was much below the average for the March 
quarter, but in last quarter the general death-rate was somewhat above 
the average for the first quarter of the last ten years, and the rate 
represented by the deaths from the principal zymotic diseases,* taken 
collectively, was largely in excess of the average for the periods referred 
to, and was higher than the rate for any of them except that for the 
first quarter of 1888.

VACCINATION. 


According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the 
first quarter of the year 1897, there were 14,423 persons successfully 
vaccinated ; in 4,108 cases the operation was postponed, and 29 children 
were reported as insusceptible of vaccination. The deaths of 1,743 
unvaccinated children under 3 months old were registered during the 
quarter, making a total of 20,303 children with regard to whom 
particulars as to vaccination were ascertained. 


EMIGRATION. ? 
According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and 
the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several Irish 
seaports, the number of emigrants who left Ireland during the quarter 
ended 3ist March last, was 3,314 (1,936 males and 1,378 females), 
being 1,715 less than in the corresponding quarter of the year 1896, and 


4,107 under the average number for the first quarter of the ten years 
1887-96.

The price of Messrs. Boland’s (Limited) 4-Ib. loaf throughout last 
quarter was 54d., which was also the price of Messrs. Johnston, Mooney, 
and O’Brien’s (Limited) bread, delivered. In the first quarter of 1896 
the average price was 5d. 

The average price of oatmeal (Ist quality) in Dublin for the 
quarter was 12s. 9d. per cwt., being 3d. under the average for the 
corresponding quarter of 1896. In the first quarter of 1887 the 
average price was 16s. 8d. per cwt. 

The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market 
for the quarter were ls. 9d. to 3s. 3d. In the first quarter of 1896 
the average prices were ls. dd. to 2s. 4d., and in the corresponding 
quarter of 1887 they were 2s. 1ld. to 3s. 6d. 

The average prices of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market during the 
quarter were from 45s. 6d. to 56s. 6d. per cwt. In the corresponding 
quarter of 1896 the average prices were from 44s. to 55s., and in the 
first quarter of 1887 they were from 42s. 6d. to 52s. 6d. 

The price (including cartage) of Whitehaven coal in the City of 

. Dublin for the quarter ranged from 17s. to 18s, per ton. 
The highest price of 2% per cent. Consols at the Dublin Stock 
_Exchange for the quarter was £1134, and the lowest £1113. The 
minimum annual rate of discount charged on Irish bills at the Bank of 
Ireland which was raised to 44 per cent. on 22nd October, 1896, was 
reduced to 4 per cent. on 21st January last.

The average weekly number of persons receiving out-door relief during 
the quarter was 56,353, being 471 over the average for the first 
quarter of 1896. 

Of the persons receiving in-door relief during the first quarter of 
1897, an average number of 1,441 in each week were located in asylums 
for the blind and the deaf and dumb, and in extern hospitals; in the 
corresponding quarter of 1896 the average weekly number was 1,416.

The mean height of the barometer during the first quarter of 1897 
was 29°815 inches, against an average of 29‘927 inches for the corre- 
- sponding quarter of the five years 1892-96 ; the highest reading (30°578 
_ inches) was on the 22nd February, at 9 P.m., wind W.S.W.; and the 
lowest (28°861 inches) on the 2nd March, at 9 p.m., wind N.N.W. 

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 41:3°, or 1:0° 
over the average for the first quarter of the five years 1892-96. The 
maximum temperature was 60°2°, and the minimum 15:7°. The maxi- 
mum heat in sun was 108°3°, and the minimum on the grass 10°9°, 

Rain or snow fell on 67 days during the quarter. The rain-fall 
measured 7°635 inches, against an average of 6°338 inches for the first 
quarter of the five years 1892-96. The greatest monthly rainfall was 
in March, when 3320 inches were registered. 

The wind blew on 29 days from W., on 13 days each from 8S. and 

S.W., on 8 days each from N. and E., on 3 days from S8.E., on 2 days 
from N.E., on 1 day from N.W., and the air was calm on 13 days at 
9AM. - 
_ January.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29-914 inches; the highest reading (30°427 inches) was on the Ist, at 
9 P.m., wind W.S.W.; and the lowest(29-305 inches) on the 30th, at 9 a.m, 
wind N.W. The mean temperature of the air was 36°2°, the maximum 
registered was 50°4°, and the minimum 15-7°, The 2nd was the 
warmest day, and the 17th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb 
was 35:°7°, and of the wet bulb 34:4°.. The maximum heat in sun was 
86°3°, and the minimum on the grass 10°9°. The minimum on the 
grass was below 32° on 22 nights. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 72°2 hours, the greatest daily amount being 6-9 hours 
on the 27th. The maximum ozone was 1:0, the minimum °1, and the 
mean ‘5. Rain or snow fell on 21 days. The rain-fall measured 2°765 
inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was ‘480 inch on the 6th.

DrogHEDA; Termonfeckin.— Influenza 
has been widely prevalent during the 
quarter. Vaccinations have been unavoid- 
ably postponed in consequence. The deaths 
of six persons have been registered, the 
average of whose ages represents 89 years; 
of these two are over 91) years and three 
over 80 years of age. In Clogher Head, a 
congested fishing village, the influenza 
epidemic has assumed, during the quarter, 
a very virulent type; hyperpyrexia with 
marked nervous prostration, cerebro-spinal 
and gastro-intestinal complications, &c., 
being quite usual, some of the catarrhal 
cases developing, during what ought to be 
the period of convalescence, into acute 
phthisis. The mortality of this village, 
owing to this epidemic, has been high ; 
nearly half the deaths registered during last 
quarter being those of residents in Clogher 
Head who have succumbed to influenza or 
some one of its complications, Overcrowd- 
ing in insanitary dwellings and the pressure 
of poverty, together with tke malignant 
type the epidemic assumed, occurring in a 
congested village, with very imperfect 
sanitary surroundings, has had much to do 
with causing the high mortality. The 
- village of Clogher Head has attained to an 
unenviable notoriety in consequence of this 
epidemic, and the poor fishermen, to add to 
_their trials, have been quite unable to market 
their fish owing to the absurd fear of infec- 
tion entertained by consumers. 


DunpaLtk ; Dromiskin. — Vaccination 
postponed owing fo weather. 


Dunpak ; Dundalk, W.—Influenza and 
whooping - cough prevailed during the 
whole quarter. Three urban deaths from 
influenza and tworural. <A peculiar form 
of influenza (?) has occurred amongst 
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children, characterized by incessant dry 
cough, prostration, excessively rapid breath- 
ing (in many cases over 100 per minute), 
lungs clear, little or no expectoration, slight 
rise in temperature, The disease is distinct 
from whooping-cough, in the character of 
the cough, and the constant excessively 
rapid breathing. 


DuNDALK; Louth, part of,—Whooping- 
cough during this quarter very prevalent, 
also influenza with various complications ; 
several cases of erysipelas of head and face 
came under notice; one case of scarlatina 
was removed from the Louth portion of the 
district to the union fever hospital. This 
was the only case, so far. All disinfecting 
precautions were carried out at the end of 
the quarter. <A great many children with 
bronchitis (capillary and simple), carrying 
a high temperature, were affected. All the 
children in many dwellings were seized. 
The symptoms outside the bronchitis were 
severe, such as high temperature, rapid 
pulse, and great prostration. The attack 
presented many features of influenza, and 
seemed to be of an infectious nature ; at 
present there are many families of children 
suffering from it.

Ardagh district for the past two months ; all 
the cases were removed to hospital, and the 
houses disinfected. 


Newcastte; Newcastle, W.—Six and 
thirty cases of typhoid fever admitted into 
union fever hospital, chiefly from Ardagh 
district. 

RATHKEALE ; Pallaskenry.—There have 
been three deaths from enteric fever during 
the past fortnight, 


RATHKEALE; Rathkeale, No. 1, W.— 
Typhoid fever prevalent in one end of dis- 
trict, all the cases removed to hospital, 
where the two deaths took place. 


RatTuKEALE; Shanagolden. —- Mumps 
prevalent in locality, owing to that vaccina- 
tion postponed. Scarlatina (of a mild type) 
has appeared in one townland in the western 
portion of district. 


Tipperary County, 


BorkisoKANE}; Cloghjordan._-The ages 
of some of the persons whose deaths were 
registefed during the quarter were 74, 97, 
83, 87, 72, 82, 81, 90, 76, 76, 80, and 70. 


BorrisoKANe; Terryglass.--Whooping- 
cough prevalent, in consequence of which 
few children came to be vaccinated. 


CauLAN; Mullinahone.~-Some cases of 
influenza, not of a very severe type. 


CasurL; Killenaule.--No vaccination 
performed, owing to cases of mild scarlatina 
turning up amongst the children; no death 
from the outbreak. 


CLOGHEEN; Caher.—Two mild cases of 
scarlatina occurred. 


CLONMEL; Clonmel, W.--A mild form of 
influenza. 


Nenacu; Nenagh, W.-—Measles made its 
appearance during the last fortnight. 


Nenaau ; Toomyvara.-—One female child, 
aged four months, died from scarlatina. 


Parsonstown ; Riverstown.—There was 
an epidemic of *‘ English cholera,” one case 
proved fatal—girl, aged 21 years. 


Tuuries; Thurles, W.—Influenza and 
whooping-cough very prevalent during 
quarter. 


Urumnerorp; Kilcooly.—Though the 
sanitary arrangements of the district are 
good, yet we had a regular epidemic of 
typhoid, and one case of typhus. I noticed 
the disease attacked the rich as well as the 
poor. The district is now completely free 
of any zymotic disease, as I have not noticed 
a case for some time. 


Waterford County. 


Carrick on-Surr; Rathgormuck.—A 
few cases of influenza have come under 
notice, but were rather of a mild type. I 
have also had under treatment some cases of 
parotitis (mumps), which were likewise of 
a mild nature. There has been a slight 
falling off in the attendance of children to 
be vaccinated, which I attribute to the 
severity of the weather, the people in some 
cases having to bring them long distances 
on foot.

prevalent throughout the quarter. 
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Antrim County. 


Antrim; Doagh.—The epidemic of 
measles has abated. Influenza has been and 
still is very rife in the district. 


Antrim ; Randalstown.—Influenza pre- 
valent. Some mild cases of scarlatina in 
the earlier months of the quarter; no deaths 
therefrom. 


AntTaim ; Templepatrick. — There were 
a great many cases of influenza ; two deaths 
were registered from this cause. 


BALLYCASTLE ; Ballycastle, W.-Influenza 
very prevalent during first two months of 
quarter. 


BALLYCASTLE; Croagh.—Owing to the 
rough, celd weather the children were not 
brought out for vaccination, but I have to 
attend at two stations during the month of 
April, when I expect to vaccinate them all. 


BALLYCASTLE ; Cushendall.—Vaccination 
postponed owing to severity of weather, and 
prevalence of influenza and whooping-cough. 


BALLYMENA; Clogh.—There were a large 
number of cases of influenza, from which 
- there were only two deaths, 


BALLYMENA; Galgorm.---The death-rate 
hasbeen veryhigh. Influenza wasepidemic, 
which caused deaths from chest diseases, 
chiefly among the aged. 


BALLYMENA: Toome —Some cases of 
influenza and a few mild cases of scarlatina.

Cavan; Ballyhaise.—Owing to the pre- 
valence of scarlatina and measles vaccination 
had to be generally postponed. ~ 


Cavan; Bellananagh.— Four cases of 
diphtheria occurred in one district during the 
quarter. Three of the cases were success- 
fully treated with anti-diphtheritic serum.

influenza during March. 


DoneGaL; Laghy.— No vaccinations 
owing to inclemency of the season and 
influenza. 


DonecaL; Pettigoe.—Influenza and dis- 
eases of the respiratory organs prevalent. 


DounFanacuy ; Crossrvads.—Of twenty- 
eight deaths, eleven were of persons whose 
ages ranged from 72 to 96 years. Influenza 
prevalent of a mild form. Vaccination 
under the average owing to influenza and 
severe weather. 


DunFAanaGuy ; Dunfanaghy, W.—In- 
fluenza has been prevalent during the 
quarter, and a few cases of -scarlatina have 
made their appearance during the last 
month. ; 


Guenties, Ardara.—The death of a 
man was registered at 100 years of age. 


GLENTIRS ; Carrick.—Some few cases of 
typhoid fever. . Influenza very prevalent. 


Guiunties; Dunglow, No. 1.—Influenza 
prevalent. 


GuEntTIEs ; Dunglow, No. 2.—Influenza 
is epidemic in district. Whooping-cough 
and measles have disappeared. 


Guentizs; Killybegs. — There were 
eighteen cases of measles during the 
quarter, all confined to St. Columba’s. In- 
dustrial School. No deaths occurred. The 
disease was brought from a distance by an 
inmate coming to. the institution. 


INISHOWEN ; Buncrana, -— Vaccination 
had to be postponed. in a number of cases 
owing to the prevalence of influenza. 


InIsHOwEN; Moville:—Influenza and 
German measles were very prevalent, and 
there are a great many cases of both dis- 
eases existing yet, particularly influenza. 
Several deaths of old people have been 
registered from same cause.

very severe epidemic of influenza which

Berast ; Castlereagh, No. 1.—Whoop - 
ing-cough becoming prevalent. 

Downpatrick ; Ballynahinch.—Some 
isolated families have had whooping-cough. 


Downpatrick; Downpatrick, W.—Six 
deaths were registered from influenza, and 
one from dysentery. There has been an 
extensive epidemic of scarlatina of a mild 
type, anda few cases of measles, but no 
deaths from either malady. 


Downpatrick ; Killough. — Of the 
thirty-one deaths registered, twenty were 
of persons aged 60 years and upwards, 
there being three over 90, and twelve others 
over 70. Scarlet fever seems to be dying 
out. .

LisBurn ; Saintfield.—-Bronchial catarrh 
of a mild kind has been pretty: common 
amongst children, anda few cases of in- 
fluenza in adults. 


LureGan ; Moira.—The birth and death 
rate have been both high during the past 
quarter, especially the latter. I think it is 
the largest number of deaths I have ever 
registered in one quarter during my time 
(21 years past) of office. There has been a 
great deal of sickness, influenza, bronchitis, 
in the beginning of the year, and pneu- 
monia later on. Ordinary ‘‘ colds” of -e 
severe type have been prevalent, which has 
meant the onset of phthisis in more than one 
delicate subject. A child bitten by a rabid 
dog in an adjoining district, and not sent to 
Paris, died of hydrophobia. 


LurGan; Waringstown.—In one portion 
of the district there was an epidemic of 
measles. In another portion there have 
been a good many cases of diphtheria. 
Influenza is now prevalent and spreading. 
One death is registered from it, of a child 
of two months old, but the case is uncerti- 
fied, as no medical man saw it. 


Newry ; Rathfryland. -~ Whooping- 
cough prevalent. Scarlatina in the coautey 
parts. ‘Town healthy. 


NEWTOWNARDS 3 Comber.—Measles was 
prevalent in some parts, and influenza was 
very prevalent since Christmas. 


NEWTOWNARDS; Greyabbey. — Two 
deaths recorded from diphtheria, one in 
Ballywalter, no trace of origin, sanitary 
condition of dwelling fairly good. Disinfec- 
tion as prescribed by Local Government 
Board fully carried out. The other case in 
Greyabbey, origin not known. — Offensive 
smell from bedroom as if from subsoil gas 
No village sewerage. County drain oppo- 
site house blocked up for some time and 
footpath flooded therefrom in close prox— 
imity to dwelling.

ENNISKILLEN; Florencecourt, — One 
ease of enteric fever occurred, which was 
removed to fever hospital and is getting on 
A death which took place from 
scarlet fever happened in a young man who 
had old-standing heart-disease, and suc- 
cumbed to the disease in a few days. 


ENNISKILLEN ; Holywell, part of.—See 
note under head of Cavan county. 


IRVINESTOWN ; Clonelly.—Two cases of 
searlatina, last on 9th March, no further 
cases since. One case of enteric fever, 
patient only a week in district when I saw 
him ; disease probably contracted elsewhere. 
Influenza and diseases of respiratory organs 
prevalent. 


IRVINESTOWN ; Ederney.—The district 
has suffered severely from influenza and 
diarrhoea, but very few deaths occurred. 
Owing to this the vaccination return.is not 
up to the average. Influenza isnow abating. 


LIsNASKEA; Derrylin.—No vaccination 
owing to diphtheria existing in district. 
LisnNaAskRA; Lisnaskea, W.—Whooping- 


cough and mumps were prevalent during 
quarter.

CoLERAINE; Coleraine, W.—Influenza 
was very prevalent. Four deaths were 
caused by diphtheria, but the cases were 
isolated ones and there was no epidemic. 


COLERAINE ;_ Garvagh.—In the months 
of January and February we had the worst 
epidemic of influenza yet experienced, but 
it has entirely disappeared. 


LimavaDY; Ballykelly.— Influenza was 
prevalent during quarter, but no death is 
recorded from that disease. 


Limavapy ; Bellarena.—There have been 
many cases of influenza during the past 
quarter, affecting the patients in many ways. 
A few deaths are recorded from the results, 


Limavapy; Feeny.—Influenza has been 
very prevalent during quarter, 


LimAvADy; Limavady, W.—One death 
from diphtheria, but disease did not spread. 
Deaths at extreme ages have been registered, 
viz., one at 80, one at 82, one at 83, two at 
90, one at 92, one at 97, and one at 112 (a 
woman). I believe she was 112 at the time 
of her death. She had twenty children, 
only one of whom is now alive in Ireland. 
She enjoyed good health all her lifetime, 
worked as a washerwoman usually up until 
a few years since. She could walk about 
until a month before her death. 


LONDONDERRY ; Claudy.—A severe epi- 
demic of influenza existed, scarcely a house- 
hold escaping. Five deaths only were 
registered from this cause. Of thirty-three 
deaths registered eighteen are those of per— 
sons of 60 years and upwards, twelve were 
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70 years and upwards, ten were 80 years 
and upwards, and one was 93 years. 


LonponDERRY; City of Derry, No. 1. 
—There is practically no vaccination. 


LONDONDERRY 3 
was very prevalent. 


LonponpERRY ; Kilderry, part of:—See 
note under head of Donegal county. 


MAGHERAFELT; Bellaghy.—The deaths 
are rather above the average, possibly owing 
to the prevalence of heavy rains during an 
unusually wet winter. 


MaGHERAFELT ; Draperstown. — The 
deaths are much over the average, but there 
are fifteen over 80 and six over 90 years. 
Influenza and complications were the cause 
of almost the whole mortality. 


MAGHERAFELT; Maghera.—A_ great 
number of deaths from influenza and its 
sequeles were registered. 


MAGHERAFELT; Magherafelt, W. — 
Influenza of a severe type has been very 
prevalent, accompanied with lung and other 
complications. 


MAGHERAFELT ; Moneymore.—The death- 
rate has been very high, far in excess of 
the births, owing to the extreme prevalence 
during the first two months of the quarter 
of a very severe form of influenza, nearly 
always accompanied or followed by pneu- 
monia, which proved fatal to a great many 
old people.

CLoGHER; Fivemiletown.—The majority 
of the deaths were among the aged; two 
having reached the age of 94 years. I 
believe the severity of the winter caused the 
deaths of so many old people. There were 
a great many cases of influenza, but no 
deaths. We had also a good deal of whoop- 
ing-cough, but only two fatal cases. 


Cookstown ; Cookstown, W.—There has 
been a severe epidemic of influenza, six 
deaths recorded from the disease. Owing 
to this epidemic vaccination was postponed 
and delayed. 


Cookstown; Pomeroy. -- Owing to a 
severe epidemic of influenza there are very 
few cases of primary vaccination. The 
district is now fairly healthy with the ex- 
ception of an occasional case of influenza. 


Cookstown; Stewartstown.-—There were 
about five hundred cases of influenza, A 
great many deaths from complications. 


Dungannon ; Coal Island.—Influenza 
and complications very prevalent. Owing 
te this and inclemency of weather therefore 
the number of deaths was higber than usual, 
several of those registered being aged from 
70 to 88 years, and one of a man aged 102 
years.

GLENNAMADDY ; Williamstown. —Influ- 
enza made its appearance at the end of 
March and now threatens the district with 
a severe epidemic. 


Gort; Kinvarra.—An epidemic of per- 
tussis (whooping—cough) prevailed. Nearly 
all the children were affected, and this kept 
back the vaccination. 


LouGuREA: Athenry.—Five deaths aged 
respectively, 98, 98, 92, 90, and 90 years, 
have been registered. 


LouaureEA ; Bullaun.—The deaths of 
seven persons at advanced ages . were 
registered, they were respectively, 77, 76, 
78, 80, 86, 91, and 96 years. 


Lovenrea; Woodford.—During the 
past two months influenza, in a rather 
severe form, has been very prevalent, but 
it has caused only one death so far. 


OUGHTERARD ; Cloonbur, No. 1.— 
Measles has disappeared, No other zymotic 
disease prevails. 

OUGHTERARD ; Lettermore.—There is at 
present an outbreak of whooping-cough, 
apparently of a mild form up to this time. 
Vaecination had to be postponed owing to 
it. 

Tuam; Headford.—Owing to the in- 
clemency of the weather, vaccination had 
to be postponed. 


Tuam; Tuam, No. 1, W.--No vaccina- 
tion in consequence of the severe winter.

BALLYSHANNON ; Kinloughe—The death 
of-an old woman has been registered at the 
remarkable age of\95 years.

— Scarlatina 
appeared in three or four different houses, 
about same time. 


MANORHAMILTON ; Lurganboy. — In- 
fluenza of a very severe type has been 
prevalent.

— Measles has been very prevalent. 


Mouitt; Carrigallen.—Influenza was 
very prevalent during the quarter as well 
as whooping-cough, seven deaths were regis- 
tered from the latter; none of the cases 
were medically attended; all those who were 
so attended recovered. 

Mouiti; Mohill, W.— Whooping -cough 
prevalent. Vaccination postponed in con- 


sequence, also from the inclemency of the 
season.

CLAREMORRIS ; Ballyhaunis.—There were 
three cases of scarlet fever, one of which 
proved fatal. The disease has disappeared 
for some weeks past. 


SwinerorD; Kilkelly.— Owing to the 
inclemency of the weather and the long 
distances the vaccination has not been up to 
the average. 
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‘Westrort; Achill.— An epidemic of 
febricula and a few cases of scarlatina, in 
consequence of which all vaccinations had 
to be postponed. A few cases of febricula 
still prevail. 


Westrort; Ballycroy.—Tkis quarter 
was excessively bad with rain and storms 
of the worst form, so that I could not think 
of asking children to come up for vaccina- 
tion. Influenza raged over the district 
and left several patients prostrate for a long 
time.

HIARRIAGES. 


The marriages (7,578) registered in Ireland during the first quarter 
of 1897 are equivalent to an annual rate of 6:7 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0-4 over the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1896, and 0°8 over the average rate for the first quarter of thé 
ten years 1887-96. Of the total marriages 6,150 were registered under 
the provisions of the 26 & 27 Vic., cap. 90, at 1,428 under the 7 & 8 
Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to 7-2 per 1,000 of the 
estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a rate of 
5:1 per 1,000 of the members of all other religious persuasions. Com- 
pared with the averages for the first quarter of the last ten years the 
rate for Roman Catholic marriages shows an increase of 1:1, and that 
for all other marriages a decrease of 0:2. It is to be borne in mind 
that in many parts of the country the greater portion of the annual 
number of Roman Catholic marriages are celebrated in the first quarter, 
while, as regard other marriages, there is generally but little difference 
in the numbers registered in the several quarters.

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BIRTSES. 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th 
June last was 27,479—14,040 boys and 13,430 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 41:4, or 24:1 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The average number of births registered during 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1887-96 was 28,410, equivalent 
to an annual rate of 24:3 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population 
of those years. 
- The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 
Leinster, 23-1 per 1,000 of the population, according to the Census of 
1891 ; Munster, 22:3; Ulster, 25:8; and Connaught, 20-0. 

The highest county birth-rate* is 32-1 for Antrim, and the lowest 
16-9 for Roscommon. Of the intermediate rates the highest five are— 
Down, 31:1; Dublin, 27°3; Armagh, 24:0; Galway, 23-7 ; and Kerry, 
23°7; and the lowest five are—Mayo, 17°9; Meath, 18:0; Monaghan, 

- 18:3; Cavan, 18:9; and Carlow, 19°3. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter ended 
30th June last was 21,780—11,002 males and 10,778 females—afford- 
ing an annual ratio of 1 in every 52:2, or 19:1 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population: the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the ten 
years 1887-96 was 18-6 per 1,000. 

The death-rate in Leinster was 20°6 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1891; in Munster, ‘16 ‘3; in Ulster, 19:5; 
and in Connaught, 16:5. 

The county death-rates* range from 13-6 in Kerry to 25:5 in Dublin. 
Between these rates the lowest five are—Clare, 14°8; Cavan, 15:0;

Ages.—Of the 21,780 deaths registered last quarter, 2,822, or 13:0 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 8,982, or 41:2 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 102-7 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 14°5 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 12:2 per cent.; in Ulster, 13-1 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
10°6 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 35:4 per cent. ; in 
Munster to 44:5 per cent.; in Ulster to 39:8 per cent.; and in Connaught 
to 51:8 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEBALTH OF THE FPHOPLG. 


As already stated, the general death-rate in Ireland last quarter was 
slightly in excess of the average for the June quarter of the last ten 
years. The rate represented by the deaths from the principal zymotic 
diseases also is over the average for the second quarter, a result due to 
a heavy mortality from some of these diseases in a limited number of 
districts. Enteric fever proved very fatal in Belfast, as did measles and 
whooping-cough in the Dublin Registration District ; but in the latter 
area the mortality from measles and whooping-cough showed a very 
marked decline as compared with the number of deaths from these 
diseases in the first quarter of this year. 


Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal zymotic 
diseases* registered during last quarter is 1,328, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 1:2 per 1,000 living, being 0:4 under the rate for the preceding 
three months, 0:2 over that for the second quarter of last year, and 0:1 
in excess of the average rate for the second quarter of the ten years

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$mall-pox.—No deaths from small-pox were registered during the 
quarter, nor do the Registrars’ Notes contain any reference to the 
occurrence of any case of the disease. 


’ Measles,—Deaths from measles which, owing mainly to the pre- 
valence of the disease in the Dublin Registration District, had risen 
from 153 for the fourth quarter of 1896 to 621 for the first quarter of 
this year, fell last quarter to 281, or 49 under the average for the 
corresponding quarter of the last five years. In Belfast Union or 
Superintendent Registrar’s District there were 40 deaths from this 


cause; in Cork Union, 26; in Dublin North Union, 53 (including 


11—equal to an annual rate of 5:7 per 1,000 of the population—in 
Blanchardstown and Castleknock District); in Dublin South Union, 
57; in Larne Union, 11 (including 7—equal to an annual rate of 3:1 
per 1,000-—in Carrickfergus District) ; in Nenagh Union, 8 (equivalent 
to an annual rate of 1:2 per 1,000); in Rathdown Union, 24, a number 
equal to an annual rate of 1-7 per 1,000; in Ballinrobe Union, 5; in 
Mullingar Union, 5; and in Westport Union, 6. Thus in the ten 
Unions here named 235 of the 281 deaths from measles in Ireland 
occurred. In 126 Unions no deaths from the disease were registered. 
The total number for the province,of Leinster is 147 ; for Munster, 46 ; 
for Ulster, 69; and for Connaught, 19. 


Scarlatina.—The mortality from scarlatina was below the average, 
the number of deaths being 113, or 16 under the average for the second 
quarter of the last five years, and 41 under the number for the first 
quarter of this year. In only 5 Unions were there 5 or more deaths 
from this cause registered: these are—Belfast, 13 deaths; Clogher 5 
(equal to an annual rate of 1:1 per 1,000 of the population) ; Dublin 
North, 11; Dublin South, 15; and Limerick, 7. The total number 
for Leinster is 41 ; for Munster, 20 ; for Ulster, 41 ; and for Connaught, 
ll. ; 


Typhus.—The number of deaths from typhus registered is 37, being 
3 over the low number for the corresponding quarter last year, but 25 
under the average for the second quarter of the five years 1892-6. The 
highest number for any Union is 4, the number for Athlone and 
Castlebar respectively. The distribution according to provinces was— 
Leinster, 7; Munster, 7; Ulster, 8 ; and Connaught, 15. 


Whooping-cough caused 426 deaths, being 165 or 63 per cent. in 
excess of the average for the corresponding quarter of the last five 
years, but 128 under the high number for the first quarter of this year. 
There are 22 Unions in each of which 5 or more deaths from whooping- 
cough were registered ; these Unions include the following :—Belfast,

4-8 per 1,000—-in Oranmore District); Granard, 8 (representing 
an annual rate of 1:2 per 1,000); Letterkenny, 5 (equal to an 
annual rate of 1:4 per 1,000); Longford, 18, a number equal to an 
annual rate of 2°9 per 1,000 ; Macroom 5, all of which were in Slievereagh 
District, where 5 deaths in a quarter represent an annual rate of 4:8 
per 1,000 ; Mountbellew 7 (all—equivalent to an annual rate of 4-9 per 
1,000--in Killeroran District) ; Newry 14 ; and Oughterard 14, all of 
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which were in Lettermore District, where 14 deaths in a quarter repre- 
sent an annual rate of 6°8 per 1,000 of the population. The total 
number for the province of Leinster is 161; for Munster, 51; for 
Ulster, 151; and for Connaught, 63. 


Diphtheria.—The number of deaths from diphtheria registered is 
61, being 5 below the average for the corresponding quarter of the 
last five years, and 28 under the number for the first quarter of 
this year. The three Unions of Belfast (8 deaths), Cork (7 deaths), 
and Dublin South (29 deaths), furnish 35, or more than one-half of 
the deaths from this disease. The remaining 26 deatlis were distributed 
over nineteen Unions. No deaths from diphtheria were registered in 
Connaught: the respective numbers for the other provinces are :— 
Leinster, 31; Munster, 10; and Ulster, 20. 


Simple continued and ill-defined Fever.—Thiriy deaths were re- 
turned under this heading : this number is 4 over the low number for 
the preceding quarter, but 18 under the average for the second quarter 
of the last five years. Seven of the 30 deaths occurred in Leinster; 7 in 
Munster ; 12 in Ulster ; and. 4 in Connaught. 


Enteric Fever. There were 200 deaths from enteric fever, being 59 


in excess of the average for the corresponding quarter of the last five 
years, and 38 over the number for the quarter ended the 31st March last. 
One-half of the total mortality from this disease occurred in the city of 
Belfast, where it caused 100 deaths, a number equal to an annual rate 


of 1:4 per 1,000 living. There were 5 deaths (equal to an annual rate — 
of 1:2 per 1,000) from this cause in Carrickmacross Union ; 5 in ~ 


Dublin North Union; 8 in Dublin South Union; 6 in Newcastle 
Union ; and 5 in Rathdown Union. The remaining 71 deaths were 
distributed over 40 Unions, and there are 114 Unions in which no 
deaths from enteric fever were registered. The total number for the 
province of Leinster is 29; for Munster, 24; for Ulster, 139 and for 
Connaught, 8. 


Diarrhoea.—The mortality from diarrhea was much below the 


average of the June quarter, the number of deaths being 171, which is 44 
or 20 per cent. under the average for the second quarter of the last five 























years. Of the 171 deaths, 53 were in Leinster ; 31 in Munster; 72in — 


Ulster ; and 15 in Connaught. 


Simple Cholera.—Nine deaths—7 in Leinster, one in Munster, 
and one in Ulster—were ascribed to this disease. 


Mydrophobia.—One death from | hydrophobia was registered—it 
-occurred in the province of Ulster. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—Measles in 34 districts, scarlatina in 35, whooping-cough in 


34, diphtheria in 4, fever in 21 (typhus 4, simple continued and ill-defined 


fever 4, and enteric 13), influenza in 30, mumps in 3, and choleraic 
diarrheea in 7. 


Znquests._—_There were 731 inquests reported to the Registrars during 


the quarter, this number being equal to 1 in every 80 of the total deaths 

registered. | 
In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 28 deaths registered, in 

Munster 1 to 28, in Ulster 1 to 27, and in Connaught 1 to 65. 


Deaths in Public Institutions.—Of the 21,780 deaths registered, 3,379, 
or 15:5 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the percen- 
tage was 22°4, in Munster 19-3, in Ulster 9-8, and in Connaught 10-4.

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VACCINATION, 


According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the 
second quarter of the year 1897, there were 28,298 persons successfully 
vaccinated ; in 2,892 cases the operation was postponed, and 29 children 
were reported as insusceptible of vaccination. The deaths of 1,705 
unvaccinated children under 3 months old were registered during the 
quarter, making a total of 32,924 children with regard to whom 
particulars as to vaccination were ascertained. 


EMIGRATION, 


According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and 
the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several Irish 
seaports, the number of emigrants who left Ireland during the quarter 
ended 30th June last, was 16,104 (6,893 males and 9,211 females), 
being 3,959 less than in the corresponding quarter of the year 1896, and

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 50:1”, or 1:4° 
under the average for the second quarter of the five years 1892-96. The 
maximum temperature was 74°8°, and the minimum 28°3°, The maxi- 
mum heat in sun was 130°5°, and the minimum on the grass 20°7°.

On the form supplied to each Registrar for the purpose of furnishing his Quarterly Return 
he is requested by the Registrar-General to make such observations as he may consider desirable 
with reference to the Sanitary arrangementsin the District, the prevalence or fatality of 
Zymotic or other diseases, and, in general, any circumstance affecting the Public Health 
which, in his opinion, deserves attention. 


In compliance with this request, remarks have, tn many instances, been appended by the Registrars 
to their Returns, from which the following Notes have been selected. 


The Registrars alone must be considered responsible for the opinions which they express, 


Superintendent Registrars’ Districts are printed in SMALL CAPITALS, and the Registrars’ 
Districts in italics. The letter W denotes that the Union Workhouse is situated in the 
District or portion of District in the County. 





I. PROVINCE OF LEINSTER. 


Carlow County. 


BAtTINGLAss; Kiltegan, part of.— During 
the latter part of May and the month of 
June there was an epidemic of ‘‘ cholera 
nostras” throughout the entire district. 
With a few exceptions, however, the at- 
tacks were of a mild nature, and no deaths 
have been reported as having been due to 
it. 

BaLTINGLAss; Rathvilly, part of—An 
epidemic of diarrhoea prevailed, accom- 
panied in some cases by vomiting and cramps 
in legs, etc., followed by great prostration ; 
temperature normal. One death registered 
from this disease, a child 2} years. 


CARLOW; Carlow, part of, W.—Scarlatina 
of a mild type was. prevalent, but has 
now almost disappeared. Diarrhcea of a 
virulent type, accompanied by choleraic 
symptoms, prevailed during latter weeks of 
June. 


Enniscortuy; Newtownbarry, part of. 
-——Two persons aged above 99 years and 
three aged above 80 died. All deaths in 
county Carlow portion were above 60 years. 


Dublin County. 


BALROTHERY ; Holmpatrick, W.—Scar- 
latina and measles are still in the district, 
hence the delay of vaccinations. 

Dusuin Nortru; Coolock and Drum- 
condra, No. 2.—Vaccination postponed 
owing to an epidemic of measles. 


Dustin SoutH; Clondalkin. —W hooping- 
cough of a mild type prevails, and odd cases 
of measles. 


Kildare County. 
BaLtTineLass; Rathvilly, part of.—Sece 
note under head of Carluw County. 
EpENDERRY; Carbury.— One case of diph- 


theria, which was at once removed to fever 
hospital. 


Kilkenny County. 


CASTLECOMER ; Ballyragget.—Two cases 
of enteric fever in the month of May. Two 
in June. Influenza with diarrhcea preva- 
Jent in May and June. Vaccination post- 
poned owing to outbreak of influenza with 
diarrhcea. 


CAsTLEC MER; Castlecomer, W.—Bron- 
chial affections were prevalent owing to the 
severity of the weather. 


King’s County. 


MovuntMe ick ; Clonygowan, part of— 
One case of scarlatina (sporadic). 


TuLLAMorE; Clara.—Measles of a mild 
type has developed, but is now on the 
decline ; no death has taken place; pre- 
cautions taken to prevent spreading. 


TULLAMORE; Ailbeygan, 


part of.— 
Measles an epidemic. 


TULLAMORE; Philipstown.— Vaccination 
was postponed owing to the prevalence of 
measles and whooping-cough. Whooping- 
cough is very prevalent, and has been fatal 
jn one case owing to bronchial complica- 
tions. 

TULLAMORE; Tullamore, W.—Some in- 
fluenza, which, under the influence of the 
cold weather in May, developed — fatal 
pneumonia in many cases.

GrANARD; Scrabby, part of.—One death 
registered of a person aged 100 years, who 
died suddenly after getting up in the 
morning. 


Lonerorn; Drum/ish.—Whooping-cough 
and scarlatina prevalent, which prevented 
vaccination. Eleven cases of typhoid fever 
occurred, three of which were sent to the

I had all the 
cases removed to the Dundalk Union Fever 
Hospital and the houses disinfected. There 
has been no recurrence of the disease.

~ covered. 


DunpDALK ; Louth, part of-—A second 
case of scarlatina occurred in Louth portion 
of district in same family as was notified in 
last quarter’s return. Also seven fresh cases 
came under my notice, in the one family, in 
the Monaghan portion. These were at the 
height of the fever when called to attend ; 


. they all presented low aphthous throats, and 


as sequele, large cervical abscesses, one had 
otorrhea. The single case that was above 
referred to was removed to hospital, but the 
latter family was treated at their own 
home; the dwelling was an isolated one ; 
they all made a good recovery ; all sanitary 
precautions were taken. I was called to 
attend a case of typhoid fever and found 
that 7 of the family had it; one case with 
complications died. I believe it was brought 
by a member of the family who lived in 
another district, and as they did not take 
any precautions, the other members caught 
the infection ; when informed of the nature 
of their illness disinfection was attended to. 
This fever was in the Monaghan portion of 
district. An infectious form of diarrhea 
seized another family, 4 in number, all being 
children ; the temperature in all was very 
high; one member suffered from worms; 
they are all making a slow recovery.

During the quarter ended 30th September last, there were registered in 
the 801 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 26,160 births—a number equal 
to an annual birth-rate of 23-0 in every 1,000 of the estimated population 
—and 17,485 deaths, representing an annual rate of 15-4 per 1,000. 
In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the Royal 
Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 8,531 persons emigrated. 
An increase of 144 would, therefore, appear to have taken place in the 
population which is estimated to have been 4,551,631 in the middle of 
the year.* , 

In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 30-0 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 17-9 per 1,000. 

The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0’7 over the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years but 0-2 under 
the rate for the third quarter of the year 1896. ‘The deaths are over 
those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1896 to the extent of 
1,357 ; the death-rate is 1:2 over the rate for that quarter, and 0-7 over 


the average for the third quarter of the last ten years. 


Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1896, the 
returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show an 
increase of 709 in the average number of Workhouse inmates on 
Saturdays during the quarter, and a decrease of 129 in the average 
number of persons on out-door relief.

MARRIAGES. 


The marriages (4,915) registered in Ireland during the second quarter 
of 1897 are equivalent to an annual rate of 4:3 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0-4 under the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1896, but 0-1 over the average rate for the second quarter of the 
ten years 1887-96. Of the total marriages 3,093 were registered under 
the provisions of the 26 & 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,822 under the 7 & 8 
Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to 3:6 per 1,000 of the 
estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a rate of 
6-5 per 1,000 of the members of all other religious persuasions. Com- 
pared with the averages for the second quarter of the last ten years the 
rate for Roman Catholic marriages shows a decrease of 0-1, and that 
for all other marriages an increase of 0:5. It is to be borne in mind 
that in many parts of the country the greater portion of the annual 
number of Roman Catholic marriages are celebrated in the first quarter, 
while, as regard other marriages, there is generally but little difference 
in the numbers registered in the several quarters.

Ages.—Of the 17,485 deaths registered last quarter, 2,922, or 16% 
per cent., were of children under 1. year old; and 6,445, or 36:9 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 111-6 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under | 
year old equalled 17°8 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 15-4 per cent.; in Ulster, 18°3 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
11-7 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 33:1 per cent.; in 
Munster to 39:2 per cent.; in Ulster to 35-2 per cent.; and in Connaught 
to 46°6 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


It has been already pointed out that the annual death-rate (15-4 per 
1,000) represented by the deaths from all causes registered last quarter, 
although not high, is somewhat in excess of the average rate for the 
corresponding quarter of the last ten years. The rate afforded by the 


deaths from the principal zymotic diseases,* taken collectively, was also 


over the average for the September quarter. As regards the increase 
in the latter rate an analysis of the returns shows that it is due to the 
heavy mortality from one or other of these diseases in a limited number 
of districts—notably Dublin and Belfast—and to the rather extended 
prevalence of whooping-cough. 

Diseases,—The total number of deaths from the principal zymotic 
diseases* registered during last quarter is 1,706, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 1:5 per 1,000 living, being 0°3 over the rate for the preceding 
three months, and 0-2 in excess of the average rate for the third quarter 
of the ten years 1887-96.

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Smatl-pox.—A. death from small-pox occurred in Ballinrobe District, 
Ballinrobe Union: the patient stated he was inoculated by a quack 
when a child. This was the only case of the disease in the district 
and, so far as the Registrars’ Notes show, there was no other case in 
the whole of the country. 


Measles.—There were only 63 deaths from measles, which caused 
281 deaths in the preceding quarter, 621 in the first three months of 
this year, and an average of 156 in the third quarter of the five years 
1892-6. Of the 63 deaths 10 occurred in the province of Leinster, 21 
in Munster (including 6 in Skibbereen Union or Superintendent Regis- 
trar’s District), 21 in Ulster (6 of which were in Belfast Union and 7 
in Newry Union), and 11 in Connaught. 


Scarlatina.—The decline in the mortality from scarlatina noted in 
the Returns for the first two quarters of this year continued during the 
third quarter, the total number of deaths from the disease during that 
period being 90, or 23 under the number for the preceding quarter, and 


| 30, or 25 per cent., below the average for the third quarter of the last 





five years. In Cavan Union there were 6 deaths from scarlatina, in 
Dublin North Union 8, and in Dublin South Union 19. The highest 
number for any other Union is 4, and in 120 of the 159 Unions no 
deaths from the disease were recorded. The total number for the 
province of Leinster is 50; for Munster, 13; for Ulster, 22; and for 
Connaught, 5. 

Typhus caused 23 deaths only, being 34 below the average for the 
corresponding quarter of the last five years, and 14 under the number 
- for the quarter ended the 30th June last. Four of the 23 deaths 
occurred in Cork Union, and 3 in the Union of Athlone, and the 
remaining 16 were distributed over 12 Unions, The total number for 
Leinster is 1, for Munster 9, for Ulster 5, and for Connaught 8. 


Whooping-cough.— Deaths from whooping-cough which, after having 
risen to 554 in the first quarter of this year, fell to 426 in the following 
three months, further declined last quarter to 350, but this number is 
| 146, or 72 per cent., in excess of the average for the corresponding 
| quarter of the last five years. In 83 of the 159 Unions the disease 
| proved fatal, and in a few localities the rate of mortality was very 
high. Thus in Ballyhaunis District, Claremorris Union, there were 
15 deaths from whooping-cough, a number equivalent to an annual rate 
of 5:1 per 1,000 of the population at all ages; in Buncrana District, 
Inishowen Union, 8 deaths—representing an annual rate of 5:6 per 
1,000 ; and in Drumlish District, Longford Union, 9 deaths—equal to 
an annual rate of 3-7 per 1,000. In Belfast Union there were 49 
deaths from this disease ; in Cork, 17 ; in Dublin North, 20 ; in Dublin 
South, 17; and in Galway, 11; the total number of Unions in which 
5 or more deaths were registered being 20. The gross number for the 
province of Leinster is 90 ; for Munster, 68; for Ulster, 130; and for 
Connaught, 62. 

“piphtheria caused 71 deaths, being 10 over the number for the 
preceding quarter, but 3 under the average for the third quarter of the 
last five years. There were 6 deaths from this disease—equal to an 
annual rate of 7 per 1,000 of the population—in Doneraile District, 
Mallow Union ; 6 in the Union of Belfast ; 5 in Cork Union ; 6 in 
Dublin North Union; and 17 in Dublin South Union, so that in 
these five localities 40 of the 71 deaths occurred. The total number 
for the province'of Leinster is 35 ; for Munster, 18 ; for Ulster, 17 ; and 
for Connaught, 1. 
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Simple continued and ill-defined Fever.—Only 17 deaths were re 
turned under this heading, being little more than one-third of the — 
average number (42) for the corresponding quarter of the last five | 
‘years, Pat 8 under the number for the second quarter of this year. | 
Seven of the 17 deaths were in Leinster ; an equal number in Ulster, 
and the remaining 3 in Connaught. 

Enteric Fever.—The deaths “from enteric fever amounted to 244, 
being 44 in excess of the number for the preceding quarter, and 77, 
or 46 per cent., over the average for the third quarter of the last five 
years : they were distributed through the four provinces as follows:— 
In Leinster, 54; in Munster, 33; in Ulster, 151 ; and in Connaught, 
‘6. One-half of the total number of deaths from this cause during the 
preceding quarter were registered in the city of Belfast, and of the — 
244 fatal cases in Ireland Tast quarter, 92, or 38 per cent., occurred — 
there, the annual death-rate represented by these 92 deaths being 
1:3 per 1,000 of the estimated population of the city. There were 
16 deaths from enteric fever in the extra civic portion of Belfast 
Union, and of the 136 deaths from this disease in other parts of Ireland | 
7 were in Banbridge Union ; 6 in the Union of Cork ; 22 in Dublin 
North Union; 19 in Dublin South Union; 5 in Strabane Union; — 
and the remaining 77 were distributed over 49 Unions. In 104 Unions 
no deaths from enteric fever were recorded. 

Diarrhoea.—The mortality from diarrhea was largely in excess of 
the average for the third quarter, the number of deaths from this — 
cause amounting to 819 against an average of 635 for the corresponding — 
quarter of the last five years. ‘This result is mainly due to the preva- 
Jence of the disease in the city of Belfast and the Dublin Registration ~ 
District, in the former of which areas it caused 277 deaths—a number ~ 
equal to an annual rate of 3:9 per 1,000 living—and in the latter 221, 
representing an annual rate of 2:5 per 1,000. There were also 40 — 
deaths from this cause in the city of Londonderry, where 40 deaths in — 
a quarter represent an annual rate of 4°8 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1891 ; 26— equal to an annual rate of 4 per e 
] 000-—in the city of Water ford’: and 22 in the city of Cork. It will — 
be observed that the deaths from diarrhoea in the five urban localities 
above mentioned amount to 586, and form 72 per cent. of the total 
number for Ireland. The provincial distribution of the deaths from 
this cause was—Leinster, 272; Munster, 110; Ulster, 423; and 
Connaught, 14. 

simple Cholera.—The number of deaths ascribed to this cause is 28, 
viz. :_-12 in Leinster ; 5 in Munster ; and 11 in Ulster.

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VACCINATION. 


According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received. for the 
third quarter of the year 1897, there were 24,807 persons successfully 
vaccinated ; in 2,986 cases the operation was postponed, and 58 children 
were reported as insusceptible of vaccination. The deaths of 1,682 
unvaccinated children under 3 months old were registered during the 
quarter, making a total of 29,533 children with regard to whom 
particulars as to vaccination were ascertained. 


EMIGRATION. 


According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and 
the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several Irish 
seaports, the number of emigrants who left Treland during the quarter 
ended 30th September last, was 8,531 (3,222 males and 5,309 females), 
being 837 less than in the corresponding quarter of the year 1896, and 
5,209 under the average number for the third quarter of the ten years 
1887-96.

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 57°4°, or 0°8° 
over the average for the third quarter of the five years 1892-96. The 
maximum temperature was 79:0°, and the minimum 35°1°. The maxi- 
mum heat in sun was 134'5°, and the minimum on the grass 29-0°. 

Rain fell on 53 days during the quarter. The rain-fall measured 
8:610 inches, against an average of $:079 inches for the third quarter of 
the five years 1892-96. The greatest monthly rainfall was in August, 
when 4°485 inches were registered. 

The wind blew on 33 days from W., on 19 days from 8.W., on 10 
days from 8., on 6 days from E., on 5 days each from N.E., S.E. 
and N.W., on 4 days from N., and the air was calm on 5 days at 
9 A.M.

The vomiting and flux from bowel 
were constant, liquid and profuse for four 
hours, but ceased on treatment ; two attend- 
ants on patient caught the infection from 
patient, and a third, an old woman in same 
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house, also. became ‘attacked. Those three 
did not present nearly such severe symptoms 
or so constant as the pregnant case. I am 
of opinion that her attack (the bowel dis- 
charge) was most infectious. They all 
made a good recovery. Two other cases of 
this disease came under my notice, living 
some distance apart. Sanitary and disin- 
fectant precautions were seen to. The last 
two cases were of a few days’ duration, but 
diarrheea and vomiting less frequent than in 
the other cases. At present the district is 
in a healthy state, with the exception of 
whooping-cough. One case of scarlatina 
came into the Louth part of the district 
from another Union. I was called upon to 
visit it on 15th September, and had it 
removed to Union Fever Hospital next 
morning. The dwelling was afterwards 
thoroughly lime-washed and disinfected, and 
all clothes that were in contact with patient 
were sent to the Union disinfecting chamber. 
This was the only case of above fever came 
under my notice, 

DunpaLk; Ravensdale. —'The water 
supply is pure and ample, except in one 
townland, viz. :—Bellurgan. 


Meath County. 


EpenpvEerry; Ballyboggan. — A rather 
severe epidemic of diarrhoea, but no fatal 
case occurred during the last two months of 
quarter. 


Navan ; Painestown.—The death of one | 


female was registered at 91 years and 
another at 83 years. 

OxnpcastLE; Oldcastle, W.— Several 
cases of scarlet fever occurred recently in 
this district, two with tatal results (one of 
which is not yet registered).

LimekIcK; Bridgetown.—Scarlet fever 
appeared in one house ; it was brought from 
a school in another district.

— Whooping-cough 
had been very prevalent, causing several 
deaths—only two reyistered.

Bantry; Glengarrif — No epidemic 
of any kind occurred, although measles 
was prevalent in Bantry and its neigbour- 
hood, and in the adjacent districts, only a 
few sporadic cases occurred, and these few 
were imported into the district, but owing 
to isolation and attention to sanitary matters, 
the disease was prevented from spreading.

One lived for three days, and the two 
others died after twenty-four hours.

YoucHaL; Clashmore.— Among the 
deaths registered was that of a labourer’s 


widow whose age was stated to be “ about 
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95 years ;” also that of a labourer of ‘‘ about 
60,” certified to have been caused by tetanus 
of fourteen days duration, after a slight 
wound of one of the toes accidentally self- 
inflicted while cutting a corn.

Greyabbey divisions, especially Ballywalter. 
One died from subsequent laryngitis—cause 
unknown. 


Newtownarps; Kilmood.—A few (6) 
isolated cases of typhoid fever imported 
from Belfast. 


NewrowNarvs; Newtownards, W.— 
There are a great number of children suffer- 
ing from measles in this town at present. I 
have since the end of August attended 63 
dispensary patients suffering from this 
disease.

LISNASKEA ; Lisnaskea, W.—Some cases 
of scarlatina, causing one death. 


LIsNASKEA ; Maguiresbridge. — District 
now free of scarlet fever, of which we had 
two cases at end of last quarter. 


Londonderry County. 


COLERAINE; Garvagh. — Whooping- 
cough is general at present with a good deal 
of complications (pneumonia and bronchitis), 
A few cases of measles lately, but net 
becoming general. A considerable number 
of cases of pleurisy and pneumonia. in 
adults. 


Limavapby ; Dungiven.—Three cases of 
typhoid fever occurred, one died, the other 
two are convalescent. The houses in which 
these diseases originated have been disin- 
fected. 


LONDONDERRY ; Claudy.—A few cases 
of whooping-cough have come under my 
care. The epidemic was confined to one 
portion of the district, and was the cause of 
one death.

DunnaLk; Louth, part of-—See note 
under head of Louth county. 


MowacuHan; Glaslough. — Whooping- 
cough is very prevalent, but no deaths have 
been registered from it up to the present. 


MonaGuan ; Kilmore.—A widely scat- 
tered outbreak of whooping-cough. One 
death from that disease. 


MonaGuan; Monaghan, W. — Some 
cases of mumps, which however have now 
disappeared. 


Tyrone County. 


ArMacH; Caledon.—No deaths, though 
whooping -cough has been prevalent. 


CLocHEeR; Aughnacloy, part of.-—See 
note under head of Monaghan County. 


CLoGHER; Clogher, W.—Owing to har- 
vest operations a number of children were 
not brought in for vaccination. 

OmaGH; Fintona.—A. few isolated cases 
of mild scarlatina, and one case of enteric 
fever. 

OmAGH; Omagh, No. 1, W.--There were 
a large number of cases of scarlatina, of a 
mild type, only one death registered from 
it. 

SrraBANE; Strabane, W.—Typhoid fever 
has appeared in town; ten cases sent to 
hospital. 


Iv. PROVINCE OF CONNAUGHT. 


Galway County. 


BALLINASLOE; Killaan. — Whooping- 
cough has now disappeared, and there are no 
epidemic diseases. There have been several 
cases of English cholera, one of an ex- 
tremely severe type, in fact resembling 
Asiatic cholera in its symptoms. 


BALLINASLOE 3; Lawrencetown.—Of the 
ten deaths registered five were of persons 
aged 80 years and upwards. 


BALLINROBE ; Cappaghdaff, part of. —A 
few cases of influenza. An epidemic of 
measles, which is now on the decline. 


CuLiFDEN ; Jnishbofin.—One of the deaths 
was of a person 74 years of age, There 
were a few cases of simple ill-defined fever, 
but no deaths resulted, nor any epidemic. 


Currpen ; Roundstone, No 2.—A 
few cases of whooping-cough. 
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GALWAY ; Turloughmore.—Both measles 
and whooping-cough were prevalent here 
during the quarter. 


GLENNAMADDY ; Glennamaddy, W. — 
Vaccination backward owing to whooping- 
cough. 


GLENNAMADDY ; Williamstown. —Whoop- 
ing—cough made its appearance about middle 
of quarter, and nearly the whole of the 
district is now infected with it. So far 
only one death has occurred from the 
disease. The prevalence of whooping-cough 
accounts for the small number of vaccina- 
tions. 


Loucurea; Bullaun.—Of the deaths 
registered two were at the age of 77 years. 


LouGHREA: Woodford,—There has been 
an outbreak (not yet done with) of typhus 
fever in the mountain district about a mile 
south-west of Woodford. Some twenty- 
three cases bave come under my notice in 


that portion of the parish which is included 


in my own district. There has been one 
death, but this is not yet registered, owing 
to the remainder of the family being still in 
quarantine. 


OUGHTERARD ; Lettermore.—Two deaths 
were registered at 100 years of age. Whoop- 
ing-cough is still in this district, but the epi- 
demic is dying out. Feur deaths from it 
were registered during the quarter as com- 
pared with fourteen during the June 
quarter. 


PorTUMNA; Lyrecourt.—The district is 
almost free from contagious disease. 


Tuam; Abbey.—Measles, scarlatina, and 
whooping-cough very prevalent. 


Tuam; Headford.—Diarrhea has been 
very prevalent. 


Leitrim County. 


BALLYSHANNON; Kinlough —One death 
at the remarkable age of 91 years has been 
registered. 


Mout; Carrigallen.—There were a few 
cases of scarlatina, but no tendency to an 
epidemic. There are a few cases of pertus- 
sis (whooping-cough), of which we had a 
very severe epidemic last spring. 


Mayo County. 


BALLINROBE ; Ballinrobe, W.—There oc- 
curred one case of modified smallpox in the 
district. The patient stated that he was in- 
oculated by a quack when a child. Every 
sanitary precaution was adopted and the 
disease did not spread. 


BALLINROBE; Cappaghduff, part of.— 
See note under head of Galway County. 


BALLINROBE; Hollymount.—One death 
registered at 100 years; one at 90, 80, and 
79 years each; and two at 78 years. An 
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outbreak of enteric fever, twenty-three 
cases in all, occurred in the village of Holly- 


mount. All the cases are now either well 
or convalescent. No fresh case for over four 
weeks. 


BELMULLET; Bangor. — Six cases of 
measles occurred in an isolated part of the 
district, but the disease did not spread, 


CasTLEBAR; Castlebar, No. 2.--Of the 
thirteen deaths registered, one each was at 
90, 87, 81, 80, and 78 years, and two at 75 

-years of age. 


CLAREMORRIS; Ballyhaunis.— W hooping- 
cough, of exceptional severity, frequently 
complicated with lung trouble, prevailed ex - 
tensively, and caused the deaths of many 
infants. It is gradually disappearing. 


KILuALa ; Killala, W.—With the excep- 
tion of influenza the district has been prac- 
tically free from infectious disease. ‘I'wo 
cases of typhus fever occurred in one village, 
but the disease did not spread. 


SWINEFORD ; Kilkelly. — Vaccination 
delayed, owing to prevalence of a mild form 
of whooping-cough. The people have been 
very busy at the harvest work, and have 
not brought in their children. 
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WESTPORT ; Achill.—Sanitary state fair, 
and a great many have been noticed to 
cleanse and lime-wash. Vaccination still 
backward ; very difficult to make parents 
present children.

BALLINASLOE ; Creagh.—Vaccination in 
a backward state. 


CASTLEREAGH; Castleplunket.—Measles 
prevailed, but no fatal cases have come to 
my knowledge, 


CASTLEREAGH ; Castlereagh, W. — 
Measles and whooping-cough prevailed 
much. 


STROKESTOWN ; Strokestown, W.—One 
death registered at the age of 96—an army 
pensioner.

Siico ; Carney, No. 2. — Vaccination 
backward, owing to August being so very 
wet.

During the quarter ended 31st December last, there were registered in 
the 801 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 24,789 births—a number equal 
to an annual birth-rate of 21:8 in every 1,000 of the estimated population 
—and 18,476 deaths, representing an annual rate of 16:2 per 1,000. 
In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the Royal 
Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 4,586 persons emigrated. 
An increase of 1,727 would, therefore, appear to have taken place in the 
population during the quarter. The population estimated to the middle 
of the year 1897, was 4,551,631.* 

In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 29-1 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 17:1 per 1,000. 

The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0°5 over the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1887-96, but 1: 0 under 
the rate for the fourth quarter of the year 1896. The deaths are less than 
those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1896 to the extent of 
806 ; the death-rate is 0-9 under the rate for that quarter, and 0-7 under 
the average for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1887-96, 

Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1896, the 
returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show an 
 * See page 283. 
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increase of 675 in the average number of Workhouse inmates on 
Saturdays during the quarter, and a decrease of 432 in the average 
number of persons on out-door relief. 

Compared with the averages for the fourth quarter of the ten years 
1887-96 the number of Workhouse inmates shows an increase of 443, 
and the number of persons on out-door relief a decrease of 4,824, the 
total under both heads being 4°3 per cent. below the average for. the 
fourth quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in the population 
as compared with the average population for those years is 2°8 per cent. 

The annual marriage-rate (4:6 per 1,000 of the population) represented 
by the marriages registered during the third quarter of 1897 is 0-5 over 
the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1887-96.

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BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 3Ist 
December last was 24,789—12,710 boys and 12,079 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 45:9, or 218 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The average number of births registered during 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1887-96 was 24,867, equivalent 
to an annual rate of 21:3 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population 
of those years. ) 

The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 
Leinster, 21:2 per 1,000 of the population, according to the Census of 
1891; Munster, 19-5; Ulster, 22:7; and Connaught, 19-7. 

The highest county birth-rate* is 29:3 for Antrim, and the lowest 
16-0 for Monaghan. Of the intermediate rates the highest five are-— 
Down, 26:9; Dublin, 25:9; Mayo, 21-6 ; King’s, 21-4; and Armagh, 
21:1; and the lowest five are—Cavan, 16:5; Fermanagh, 16:7 ; Long- 

ford, 16-7 ; Carlow, 16-9; and Roscommon, 17:0.

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DEATHS. 


I'he number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter ended 
31st December last was 18,476—9,176 males and 9,300 females—afford- 
ing an annual ratio of 1 in every 61°6, or 16-2 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population: the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the ten 
years 1887-96 was 16:9 per 1,000. 

The death-rate in Leinster was 18:2 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1891; in Munster, 14:5; in Ulster, 16:2; 
and in Connaught, 12°6. 

The county death-rates* range from 11°5 in Leitrim to 23-1 in 
Dublin. Between these rates the lowest five are—Fermanagh, 11:6; 
Sligo, 11:8; Kerry, 11:9; Roscommon, 12-0; and Donegal, 13-0 ; and 
the highest five are—Antrim, 20:1; King’s, 189; Down, 17:5; 
Armagh, 16:4; and Louth, 16:1.

Ages.—Of the 18,476 deaths registered last quarter, 2,636, or 14:3 


per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 7,482, or 40°5 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 106-3 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 14°3 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 13-6 per cent.; in Ulster, 15-1 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
13-0 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 37-2 per cent.; in 
Munster to 42°5 per cent.; in Ulster to 38°8 per cent.; and in Connaught 
to 49-4 per cent, of the total deaths registered in the province,

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HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


As already stated, the general death-rate in Ireland for last quarter 
is below the average for the December quarter of the preceding ten 
years, and is also under that for the fourth quarter of 1896. The 
rate represented by the deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* is 
about the average for the December quarter, as an increased mortality 
from whooping-cough, diphtheria, and enteric fever, counterbalances a 
decline in deaths from other diseases of this class. 


Diseases,—The total number of deaths from the principal zymotic 
diseases* registered during last quarter is 1,261, equivalent to an annual 
rate of I-I per 1,000 living, being 0°4 under the rate for the preceding 
three months, and about the average rate for the fourth quarter of the 
ten years 1887-96. 


Smali-pox.—No death from small-pox was registered during last 
quarter. Inthe preceding three months one death occurred, and in 
the first quarter of the year there were two fatal cases, but these were 
the only deaths from this cause during 1897. 


Measles.—There were only 74 deaths from measles; this number, 
although 11 over that for the preceding quarter, is 207 under that for 
_ the second quarter, 547 under the number for the first three months of 
the year, and 73 below the average for the December quarter of the five 
years 1892-6. In the corresponding quarter of 1896 the deaths from 
measles amounted to 153. The 74 deaths comprise 10 in Leinster, 
382 (including 21 in Cahersiveen Union, 13 of which, representing an 
annual rate of 17:6 per 1,000 of the population, were in Valencia 
District,) in Munster; 17 in Ulster (including 8 in Newtownards 
Union), and 15 in Connaught. 


Scarlatina.— Deaths from scarlatina, which had fallen from 154 in the 
March quarter of the year to 113 in the second, and to 90 in the third, 
rose to 131 in the last three months, but this number is 29 below the 
average for the December quarter. Of the 131 deaths, 72 were regis- 
tered in Leinster (33 being in the Dublin Registration District, where 
26 deaths occurred in the preceding quarter); 29 in Munster (7 of 
which took place in Fermoy Union, and 10 in Tipperary Union) ; 
24 in Ulster ; and 6 in Connaught. 


Typhus.— Only 27 deaths are ascribed to typhus. This number is 
4 over that for the preceding three months, but 25 below the average for 
the fourth quarter of the five years 1892-6. No deaths from typhus 
were registered in Leinster ; in Munster there were 11 (including 5 in 
Dungarvan Union) ; in Ulster, 7; and in Connaught, 9. 


wWhooping-cough.—The mortality from this disease was considerable 
and widespread, and although the deaths are below those for each of 
the three preceding quarters of the year, the: number registered, 333, 
is 111 above the average for the corresponding period of the five years

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1892-6, In Leinster there were 82 deaths; in Munster, 86; in 
Ulster, 112; and in Connaught, 53. The Unions in which 10 or 
more deaths were due to this cause are, Belfast, 24; Carrick-on-Suir, 
22; Mullingar, 11; Parsonstown, 13; and Swineford, 12: about one- 
fourth of the total occurring in these five Unions, and the remaining 
deaths being distributed over 78 Unions, 


Dipktheria.—The total number of deaths from diphtheria is 100, or 
about the average (98) for the fourth quarter of the preceding five 
vears. Of the 100 deaths, 41 are distributed as follows :—Belfast 
Union, 18; Cork, 6; Dublin South, 11; and Mallow, 6. 


Simple continued and ill-defined Fever.—_Only 24 deaths were re- 
turned under this heading, viz.:—9 in Leinster ; 6 in Munster; 4 in 
Ulster; and 5 in Connaught. The 24 deaths are 13 below the 

average. 





Enteric Fever.—As heretofore, many deaths resulted from enteric 
fever in the City of Belfast and the Dublin Registration District, 
and these areas furnish 60 per cent. of all the deaths from this cause, 
the annual death-rate represented by the 97 deaths in the former being 
1-4 per 1,000 of the estimated population of that city, and the rate in 
Dublin being 1:1 per 1,000. The total number of deaths (313) is 112 
in excess of the average for the corresponding quarter of the five years 
1892-6, and 135 over the number for the fourth quarter of 1896. 
There were 114 deaths in Leinster; 31 in Munster ; 161 in Ulster ; 
and 7 in Connaught. 


Diarrboea.—Two hundred and fifty-two deaths, or 21 below the : 


average, for the December quarter were returned under this heading 
during last quarter. In Leinster 70 were registered ; in Munster, 55 ; 
in Ulster, 110; and in Connaught, 17. In Belfast Union there were 
33 deaths from this disease ; in Cork, 21; in Dublin, North, 15; and in 
Dublin, South, 21. 


Simple Cholera.—The number of deaths ascribed to this cause is 7, 
viz. :—6 in Leinster, and 1 in Connaught. 


Hy drophobia.—No deaths from this cause were registered. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—Measles in 18 districts, German measles in 4, scarlatina in 
33, whooping-cough in 68, diphtheria in 11, fever in 37 (typhus 6, 
simple continued and ill-defined fever 3, and enteric 28), influenza in 16, 
and mumps in 3. 


Inquests.—'lhere were 689 inquests reported to the Registrars during — 


the quarter, this number being equal to 1 in every 27 of the total deaths 
registered. 

In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 26 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 26, in Ulster 1 to 25, and in Connaught 1 to 45. 


Deaths in Public Institutions.__ Of the 18,476 deaths registered 
3,054, or 16°5 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster 


the percentage was 23:1, in Munster 21-3, in Ulster 10-0, and in 
Connaught 10°9.

The death-rate for last quarter in these districts, which contain nearly one-fourth of the 
jotal population of the country, was 21-7, and the birth-r ate 29:0 per 1,000 of the population, 
ccording to the Census of 1891; in thé remainder of the country the death-rate was 13°8 
nd the birth-rate 18-6 per 1,000.

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VACCINATION. 


According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the 
fourth quarter of the year 1897, there were 22,204 persons successfully 
vaccinated ; in 3,308 cases the operation was postponed, and 56 children 
were reported as insusceptible of vaccination. The deaths of 1,586 
unvaccinated children under 3 months old were registered during the 
quarter, making a total of 27,154 children with regard to whom 
particulars as to vaccination were ascertained. 


EMIGRATION. 


Pec ding to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and

PRICES AND PAUPERISM. 


The average price of Messrs. Boland’s (Limited) 4-Ib. loaf for last 
quarter was 64d., which was also the average price of Messrs. Johnston, 
Mooney, and O’ Brien’s (Limited) bread, delivered. In the fourth quarter 
of 1896 the average price was dd. 

The average price of oatmeal (Ist quality) in Dublin for the 
quarter was 15s. per cwt., being 2s. 4d. over the average for the 
corresponding quarter of 1896. In the fourth quarter of 1857 the 
average price was 14s. per cwt. 

The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market 
for the quarter were 3s. 3d. to 4s. dd. In the fourth quarter of 1896 
the average prices were 2s. ld. to 3s. ld., and in the corresponding 
quarter of 1887 they were 2s. 4d. to 2s. 11d. 

The average prices of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market during the 
quarter were from 43s. to 53s. per cwt. In the corresponding 
quarter of 1896 the average prices were from 43s. to 52s., and in the 
fourth quarter of 1887 they were from 42s. 6d. to 54s. 6d. 

‘ he price (including cartage) of Whitehaven coal in the City of 
Dublin for the quarter ranged from 17s. to 18s. per ton. 

The highest price of 22 per cent. Consols at the Dublin Stock 
Exchange for the quarter was £11332, and the lowest £1114. The 
minimum annual rate of discount charged on Irish bills at the Bank of 
Ireland which had been raised to 34 per cent. on 23rd September, 
was further raised to 4 per cent. on 15th October. 

Notre-—-The prices of Consols at the Dublin Stock Exchange have been kindly 
furnished by the Registrar. 
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The average number of persons in Ireland receiving in-door relief on 
Saturdays during the fourth quarter of 1897 was 43,401, or 675 above 
the average for the corresponding period in 1896. 

The average weekly number of persons receiving out-door relief during 
the quarter was 52,939, being 432 under the average for the fourth 
quarter of 1896. 

Of the persons receiving in-door relief during the fourth quarter of 
1897, an average number of 1,408 in each week were located in asylums 
for the blind and the deaf and dumb, and in extern hospitals; in the 
corresponding quarter of 1896 the average weekly number was 1,405.

THE WEATHER. 


The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteoro- 
logical observations taken at the Ordnance Survey Oftice,* Phoenix Park, 
Dublin, during the fourth quarter of the years 1892-97, respectively,

The mean height of the barometer during the fourth quarter of 1897 
was 30°008 inches, against an average of 29-878 inches for the corre- 
sponding quarter of the five years 1892-96; the highest reading (30-675 
inches) was on the 21st November, at 9 pP.M., air calm, and the lowest 
(28-846 inches) on the 29th December, at 9 p.m., wind S.S.W. 

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 47:3”, or 4:0° 
over the average for the fourth quarter of the five years 1892-96. The 
maximum temperature was 64°5°, and the minimum 26°8°. The maxi- 
mum heat in sun was 114:7°. 

Rain or snow fell on 51 days during the quarter. The rain-fall 
measured 7°765 inches, against an average of 7°499 inches for the fourth 
quarter of the five years 1892-96. The greatest monthly rainfall was 
in November, when 3°780 inches were registered. 

The wind blew on 21 days from 8. W., on 13 days each from 8.E. and 
W., on 10 days from E., on 7 days from 8., on 5 days each froin N. 
and N.W., and the air was calm on 18 days at 9 a.m. 

October.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
30°127 inches; the highest reading (30°591 inches) was on the 21st, at 
9A.M., air calm’; and the lowest (29:166 inches) on the 15th, at 9 a.m., 
wind 8. The mean temperature of the air was 51:5°, the maximum 
registered was 64°5°, and the minimum 32°9°. The 20th was the 
warmest day, and the 12th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb 
was 51:0°, and of the wet bulb 48:9°.. The maximum heat in sun was 
114:7°. The total amount of sunshine recorded was 126°5 hours, the 
greatest daily amount being 10:3 hours on the 7th. The maximum 
ozone was °*9, the minimum ‘1, and the mean °4. Rain or snow fell 
on 13 days. The rain-fall measured 1:740 inches ; the greatest amount 
in 24 hours was °560 inch on the 14th. ; 

November.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
30°137 inches ; the highest reading (30-675 inches) was on the 21st, at 
9 p.M., air calm; and the lowest (29°367 inches) on the 30th, at 
9 p.M., wind W. The mean temperature of the air was 46:7°, the 
_ maximum registered was 61:1°, and the minimum 29°8°. The 11th was 
the warmest day, and the 15th the coldest night. ‘The mean of the dry 
bulb was 46°5°, and of the wet bulb 45:0°. The maximum heat in sun 
was 101°7°. The total amount of sunshine recorded was 59°8 hours, the 
greatest daily amount being 7°5 hours on the 3rd. The maximum ozone 
was 1:0, the minimum ‘0, and the mean ‘5. Rain or snow fell on 17 
days. The rain-fall measured 3-780 inches ; the greatest amount in 24 
hours was ‘820 inch on the 13th. 

December.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29°759 inches; the highest reading (30°574 inches) was on the 21st, 
at 9 P.M., air calm; and the lowest (28°846 inches) on the 29th, at 
9 p.M., wind 8.S.W. The mean temperature of the air was 43°6°, the 
maximum registered was 56°7°, and the minimum 26°8°. The 27th 
and 30th were tne warmest days, and the 22nd the coldest night. The 
mean of the dry bulb was 42°9°, and of the wet bulb 40°9°. The 
maximum heat in sun was 89:3°. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 79:2 hours, the greatest daily amount being 6°6 hours 
on the 2nd. The maximum ozone was 1:0, the minimum ‘1, and the 
mean ‘6. Rain or snow fell on 21 days, The rain-fall measured 2:245 
inches; the greatest amount in 24 hours was ‘420 inch on the 23th

Xr. PROVINCE OF LEINSTER. 
Carlow County. 


Bautineiass; LRathvil'y, part of— 
Jeaths were registered of persons aged 77, 
78, 84, 84, 84, 86, and 97 years. 


Cartow; Carlow part of, W.—Scarlatina 
of a mild type prevailed. A few cases of 
influenza alsocame under treatment. 


SHILLELAGH; Coolkenna and Hackets- 
town, part of.—Of the 67 deaths registered 
during the year 24 were over 80 years of 
age. 


Dublin County. 


CELBRIDGE ; Lucan, part of.—Influenza 
for the past month has been developing 
rapidly. It has now assumed the form of 
an epidemic. Notwithstanding the great 
increase of sickness the death-rate is very 
low. 


Dustin Soutrnu; Palmerston.—-One of 
the cases of enteric fever complicated with 
diphtheria. In one scarlatina case acute 
nephritis and drepsy supervened, and in the 
other abscess of neck The case of diarrhoea 
accompanied by teething.

persons, the following ages being registered 
—78, 81, 83, 85, and 87 years. All died 
without a medical attendant. The informant 
of death at greatest age is only 7 years 
younger, signing register without glasses.

Naas; Kildare.—The district is very 
healthy at present, only two cases of typhoid,

PARSONSTOWN ; Kinnitty.—Two families 
have been attacked with scarlatina, Four 
members of one, and seven of another. In 
the family first attacked the disease was of 
amild type, but in that last affected two 
members out of the seven succumbed to a 
severe form of the affection, bronchitis com- 
plicating one of the fatal cases. The remain- 
ing members arenow convalescing favour- 
ably. Ihave taken every precaution to 
prevent the disease from spreading.

I have the patient (a 
child of 6 years old) isolated as well as is 
possible in a small thatched cottage, and up

DuNDALK ; Louth, part of.-—During past 
quarter two cases of scarlatina came under 
my notice living in different parts of the 
district ; they were both imported from other 
districts ; they made good recovery, and the 
fever did not spread.

BALLYMENA; Ballymena, W.—A good 
deal of whooping-cough and influenza ; also 
J have under my care three cases of typhoid 
fever. 


BALLYMENA: Toome.—Pertussis (whoop- 
ing-cough) has been prevalent, causing two 
deaths: now on the decline. Typhoid fever 
also prevalent causing three deaths, not now 
spreading. Pulmonary and bronchial dis- 
eases very common in the old and very 
young. 

BALLYMONEY ; 
cough prevalent. 


Brurast; Belfast, No. 5.—Typhoid fever 
was very prevalent. 


Beurast ; Belfast, No. 9.—The epidemic 
of typhoid fever is now almost completely 
extinct. Only an occasional secondary case 
occurred during the past month (December). 
Since 25th November the district has been 
under the Public Health Department of 
Belfast. 


LARNE; Carrickfergus.—Bronchitis and 
pneumonia prevalent during quarter. 


LispurN; Glenavy.—A remarkable fea- 
ture is the great age at which death took 
place in so large a proportion of those regis- 
tered. Of eighteen deaths four were be- 
tween 60 and 70, four between 70 and 80, 
‘four between 80 and 90, and two between 
90 and 100 years of age. 


Dirraw. — Whooping- 


LisBuRN ; Lisburn, part of, W. —There 
have been a number of cases of scarlatina, 
but only one death so far. There has been 
a high mortality amongst children, viz. :— 
nineteen deaths registered under one year of 
age and four between 1] and 2 years of age. 


Armagh County. 


ARMAGH ; Blackwatertown.—The district 
is free from zy motic disease , whooping-cough 
having almost disappeared. 


ArmaGuH; Loughgall.__W hooping-cough, 
measles, and Sgarlatina, all of a very mild 
type, were prevalent. 

ARMAGH; Markethill, — One case of 
typhoid fever came into the district from 
Armagh. Whooping-covgh has been very 
prevalent amongst children. 
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BansripGE; Tanderagee. — Whooping- 
cough has been very prevalent, and of a 
severe type. 


DuNDALK ; Barronstown, part of see 
note under head of Louth County. 


Cavan County. 


BAILIEBOROUGH ; Kingscourt. — Since 
the beginning of December there has been 
an outbreak of whooping-cough of a mild 
type. 

BAawNnoy ; Newtowngore, part of. — 
Vaccination in a backward state, owing to. 
inclemency of the weather. 


Cavan; Cavan, W.—There have been 
some cases of whooping-cough. 


Cavan ; Stradone. — Vaccinations have 
been postponed, owing to the prevalence 
of scarlet fever. The scarlatina epidemic 
is subsiding, and the district i is almost clear 
of it. 


‘CooTEHILL ; Drum, part of.—There were 
two cases of scarlatina, one, occurring in 
a woman, who had been delivered four days 
previous to symptoms, proved fatal. 


ENNISKILLEN; Holywell, part of:—The 
district is free from epidemic disease at pre- 
sent. I was called the 13th November last 
to see a man in the village of Blacklion, 
whom J found to be suffering from typhoid 
fever. The patient, who was a travelling 
tea-seller, came from Irvinestown via 
Enniskillen, and was ill when he arrived at 
Blacklion. I had him removed to hospital 
immediately. A few weeks ago a family of 
three children residing at Belcoo were 
simultaneously attacked with vomiting and 
diarrhoea after drinking water from the 
local source. The symptoms lasted three 
days. 


OLpcASTLE; Ballyjamesduff.— A mild 
epidemic of scarlet fever was prevalent until 
the beginning of this month (December). 
There was only one death from it. 


Donegal County, 


BALLYSHANNON ; Ballintra.—Water sup- 
ply none at present. 


DonrGAL; Donegal, W.—Four cases of 
typhus during the quarter, one death, 


DoneGAL; Dunkineely. — Several cases 
of whooping-cough, but no death from it. 
One death from typhus—no other case of 
this disease. 


DonEGAL; Peitigoe. —- Fpidemic of 
whooping-cough seems to have passed away, 
it caused one death. 


GLENTIES ; Ardara.—I have made care- 
fulinquiry abont a woman returned as a 
centenarian, and ascertained from all 
accounts that she was upwards of 102 years 
of age at her death. 


GLENTIES; Dunglow, No. 1.—The dis- 
trict is now healthy. There were some 
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cases of fever since the middle of October, 
resulting in one death, which is not re- 
gistered. The sanitary authority acting 
promptly, removed the several cases as they 
arose to fever hospital, and the fever appears 
now to be stamped out. 


GuLEntTiEs ; Dunglow, No. 2. -- District 
was healthy up till the last three weeks of 
the quarter, when typhus fever appeared 
amongst a family of nine persons in the 
townland of Keadew; the head of the 
family died, and the others were all removed 
to hospital. The medical officer has only 
seen one fresh case since in this district ; 
isolation and every precaution are being 
«carried out strictly. } 

GuENtInS; Killybegs.—Whooping-cough 
has been prevalent-—one child died probably 
from that disease--no medical attendant. 


STRABANE; Laphoe. — Severe epidemic 
of measles at present. One death reported 
from whooping-cough, which also prevails 
here at present. 


Down County. 


Bewrast ; Castlereagh, No. 1.—Typhoid 
has decreased. in a great measure. 


BELFAST ; Castlereagh, No. 4.—Typhoid 
fever has been very prevalent, but the 
mortality has been very low in proportion 
to the number of cases affected. 

Downpatrick; Ballynahinch.—District 
free from any epidemic, with the exception 
of influenza, which is of a very mild type. 
One case at the age of 93 years, and another 
98 years. 


DowNPaATRICK ; Clough. — Whooping- 
cough prevalent. 


Downpatrick ; Downpatrick, W. — 
Two deaths attributed to influenza. 


KILKEEL; Kilkeel, No. 2, W.—Parts of 
district undrained, and full of cesspools. 


KILKEEL; Rosstrevor.—The ages of the 
persons who died aged 60 and upwards were 
68, 76, 85, 89, and 97 years. 

Lispurn ; Ballylesson.—The condition of 
labourers’ dwellings seems to become gra- 

dually worse. 


LispuRN ; Lisburn, part of.--See note 
under head of Antrim County. 


Lispurn; Saintfield—-A few cases of 
whooping-cough with one death. 


LurGan; Moira.—The birth rate has 
been low, as it exactly balances the deaths 
which have been normal. In both cases 
the sexes balance each other. 


Lurean; Waringstowne — One death 
was registered, aged 102 years. 


Newry; Rath/ryland.—No deaths _re- 
gistered from infectious or contagious 
disease, but had one death from typhoid in 
a family where five were attacked ; three went 
to hospital on 17th December, and are pro- 
gressing favourably. I saw diphtheria in 
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two houses. The last house three cases were 
in it, and two went to hospital on 10th Novem- 
ber, and one died last week, I believe from 
paralysis. The diphtheria was in a town- 
land four miles from town, and the fever 
nearly two miles, since that I have not heard 
of any fresh cases. 


NewrTownarps ; Comber, — The health 
of the district is exceptionally good—this 
is the smallest return of deaths since I 
came here, 14 years ago, over a third less 
than I ever registered in one quarter before. 
Measles is prevalent; and enteric fever in 
only one house. 


NEWTOWNARDS ;_ Greyabbey. — Four 
deaths over 80 years; the highest, 95 years. 
Measles epidemic in three divisions. Per- 
tussis (whooping-cough) in one. Pertussis 
followed after measles-in Ballyhalbert divi- 
sion. Several cases of sore throat with 
croupy signs in the Ballywalter division— 
of type of diphtheritic croup—one death 
recorded, and certified as laryngeal diphthe- 
ria—no case seen for over a month—cause 
not known. At present, very prevalent 
also, a form of influenza cold in several 
cases accompanied with abdominal symp- 
toms, diarrhcea (easily checked however) ; 
aged and young, both suffering from this. 


Newtownarps; Kilmood. — Two cases 
of scarlatina came under my notice recently. 
I had the schvol in which they originated 
closed, and I have not since heard of any 
fresh cases. The epidemic of whooping- 
cough is now almost over, and did not cause 
any deaths. Only two deaths registered. 
between the ages of 4 months and 67 
years, and both were from consumption. 


NEWTOWNARDS; Newtownards, W.— 
There is no epidemic at present in the dis- 
trict. There are a good number of cases of 
bronchial catarrh among the old and very 
young. ‘The epidemic of measles which 
passed over the district in the autumn and 
early part of this quarter has abated. 


Fermanagh County. 


BALLYSHANNON ; Belleek.—Some cases 
of German measles of a mild type, 


ENNISKILLEN ; Holywell, part of:—See 
note under head of Cavan County. 


InVINESTOWN; Clonelly.—The epidemic 
of whooping-cough, which first appeared 
about beginning of quarter, has passed 
away. 

InVINESTOWN 3 ZIrvinestown, No. 2, part 
of.—There were two cases of typhoid fever. 
One died; the other is convalescent. 
Whooping-cough still prevalent, but no 
deaths from it. Influenza of a gastro- 
enteric form: prevailed in the month of 
November, 


LisnAskEA 3; Derrylin.—Many children 
have not been vaccinated of late, the late 
medical officer (now decezsed) having post- 
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poned vaccination presumably on account 
of the presence of dipktheria. There is no 
diphtheria now. I have had no cases of 
infectious disease during my term of office 
from 16th November last, except two cases 
of whooping-cough. 


LISNASKHA ; Lisnaskea, W.—Some mild 
cases of scarlatina, with one death, which 
is not certified. 


Londonderry County. 


COLERAINE ; Garvagh.—One death re- 
gistered at 106 years of age on fairly good 
authority. Whooping-cough with compli- 
cations still in the district. 


LimaAvADy ; Feeny.—Whooping-cough 
has been very prevalent during the past 
quarter, but no deaths have been registered 
as resulting from it. 


LonDONDERRY ; Claudy.—A considerable 
number of cases of whooping-cough and 
mumps have come under my notice in the 
southern part of the district. 


LonponvERRY; Eglinton — Whooping- 
cough, which was very prevalent all the 
year, has abated. Several cases of scarlatina 
of a mild type were attended during the 
quarter. 


MAGHERAFELT; Bellaghy. — More than 
50 per cent. of the deaths registered are 
those of aged people 60 to 87 years of age. 


MAGHERAFELT; Maghera.—Deaths of 
two centenarians in the quarter. 


MAGHERAFELT; Moneymore.—There are 
at present a few isolated cases of influenza 
of a milder type than last year. About a 
month ago I discovered a family of several 
children in an outlying part of the district 
recovering from scarlatina. They are being 
kept isolated. 


Monaghan County. 


CARRICKMACROSS ; Carrickmacross, W. 
—During the last week of quarter influenza 
became very prevalent. 


CARRICKMACROsS ; Donaghmoyne. — 
Typhoid fever: appeared in four different 
localities in the district. All of the four 
persons first attacked had been living in 
other districts when they contracted the 
disease. A mother and brother of one of 
the patients subsequently contracted the 
disease. As all necessary precautions were 
taken, the disease does net seem to have 
spread further. There were no deaths from 
it so far. | 


Carrickmacross; Raferagh—Most of 
the deaths were of old persons suffering 
from chronic affections. 


CASTLEBLAYNEY ; Castleblayney, W.— 
Of the 16 persons, aged 60 years and up- 
wards, whose deaths were registered, one was 
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said to have been 97 years old, one 95, one 
94, two 90, and two 80. There are at pre- 
sent under treatment large numbers 
suffering from influenza, and its complica- 
tious. al ti 


CoorrHitL; Drum, part of.—See note 
under head of Cavan County. 


DunpaLtk; Louth, part of.—See note 
under head of Louth County. 


MonaGHAN; Castleshane.—Some cases 
of whooping-cough. 


Monacuan; Glaslough. — Whooping- 
cough, which has been very prevalent for 
some time, has greatly declined, and vacci- 
nation was postponed in many cases, owing 
to its presence. 


MonaGuan; Kilmore. — Early in the 
quarter there were a few cases of mumps 
and I have seen a few cases of influenza. 


Tyrone County. 


CLoGHER ; Fivemiletown— Deaths all at the 
age of 60 years and upwards; one reached 
the age of 90 years. Our new water 
works are nearly completed and we hope to 
have a good supply of water in a few 
weeks. 


Cookstown ; Cookstown, W.— One case of 
enteric fever registered, but it did not 
originate in this district, having been im- 
ported from Lurgan. 


DuNGANNON ; Clonavaddy.—-Two of the 
deaths registered were of persons who had 
reached the great age of 100 years 
each. 


IrvVINESTOWN ; Irvinestown No. 2, part of. 
—See note under head of Fermanagh 
County. 


Omacu; Omagh, No. 2.--There was a 
slight epidemic of whooping-cough; district 
unusually healthy. 

STRABANE; Strabane, W.—Very few 
children vaccinated on account of whooping- 
cough being in district.

Galway County. 


BALLINASLOE ; Killaan. — Whooping- 
cough still in the district and accounted for 
three deaths, otherwise not much illness. 


BALLINASLOE ; Kiltormer.—Qne death 
from scarlatina has occurred, not yet 
registered. 


BALLINROBE ; .Cappaghduff, part of.— 
There was an epidemic of measles. It is 
now on decline, I may say gone, 


GALWAY; Spidd/e.—Vaccination post- 
poned. during past quarter, whooping- 
cough being prevalent in district. 


GALWay ; Turloughmore.— There are 
some cases of typhoid fever. 
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GLENNAMADDY 3 Glennamaddy, W.— 
Whooping-cough very prevalent, also some 
cases of diphtheria. 


GLENNAMADDY; Williamstown.— W hoop- 
ing-cough and measles have been very pre- 
valent with the result that primary vac- 
cination was interfered with. 


LoucurREA; Athenry —The deaths of 
three persons aged respectively 80, 84, and 
86 years have been registered during the 
quarter. 


Loucurea; Bullaun.—The ages of the 
persons 60 and upwards whose deaths were 
registered were 65, 67, 70, 75, 76, 77, and 
78 years. 


-LovcHrEA; Woodford.—The attack of 
typhus fever which was going on at the 
beginning cf this quarter in the mountains, 
south -west of Woodford, has entirely sub- 
sided, but three cases (all now convalescent) 
have occurred in one house, about 4 miles 
norths 7, 


MouNTBELLEKW ; Clonbrock. — Epidemic 
of whooping-cough now prevails. 


OUGHTERARD; Cloonbur, No. 2. — The 
health of this district is particularly good 
notwithstanding the hovels in which the 
large amount of the population live, viz.: 
a large family occupying half the bouse, 
and cattle stored in the other half. The 
sanitary authority is unable to cope with 
this condition of things on account of the 
extreme poverty of the people being unable 
to provide out- houses. There were several 
cases of whooping-cough, one death ; and 
one case of typhoid fever which I removed 
to hospital. 


Tuam; Headford.——There has been ‘a 
great epidemic of diarrhcea due probably to 
the potatoes. No deaths have occurred 
from it.

— Several 
cases of typhoid fever from which one 
death occurred.
